NASA gets new gantry to 


aid increase in launch schedule 


An anticipated increase in launch acti­ 
vities here by the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration has prompted 
construction of an additional gantry, of­ 
ficials announced today. 
The new gantry is taking up residence 
on Vandenberg after being transferred 
from its original site at White Sands 
Missile Range, N. M. 
The 174-foot- 
tall gantry was dismantled there in rec­ 
ord time and shipped here four weeks 
ago. One railroad flat car and 20 huge 
semi-trucks transported the gantry to 
V andenberg. 
When reassembled, the huge facility 
weighing more than 350 tons will rep­ 
resent a savings of nearly $2,000,000 
to the U.S. Government, according to Hen­ 
ry R. Van Goey, manager of Unmanned 
Launch Operations for the Kennedy Space 
Center’s Western Test Range Operations 
Division. 
Initial use of the mobile service tow­ 
er will be for the launching of a Thrust 
Augmented Delta rocket. The vehicle 
is scheduled to carry NASA's physics 
Interplanetary 
Monitoring Platform 
(IMP-G) satellite into a highly eccentric 
polar orbit, from here about June 4. 
The facility will be further modified 
in the future to accept other Delta ve-

The architectural firm of Kruger Ben­ 
sen Ziemer of Santa Barbara was author­ 
ized last night to proceed with its work 
on elevations and preliminary design 
work including rendering suitable for 
reproduction to be ready shortly. 
The project is now in the hands of 
the voters who are being asked to ap­ 
prove a $500,000 bond issue to be pre­ 
sented at a special city - wide election 
scheduled for June 3.

idea of such a launch was first made 
public by the aerospace magazine “ Mis­ 
siles and Rockets" back in April 19CG. 
The announcement came a few months 
after SAC had test fired an operational 
Minuteman I missile from an under­ 
ground silo in South Dakota. The mis­ 
sile was “ short fueled" to insure that 
it would travel only seven seconds and a 
few hundred yards but the test did pro­ 
vide data on how well the major portions 
of the weapons 
system would respond. 
During October 1966, in an operation 
called “ Long Life" the Strategic 
Air 
Command attempted three times 
to 
launch an updated, bigger and more com­ 
plicated 
Minuteman II ICBM from a 
northern base but all three efforts fail­ 
ed. At that time, the Minuteman II was 
receiving some Congressional and press 
criticism because of reports that the 
weapon did not have a high reliability 
factor because of guidance problems. 
Presumably the guidance problems 
have now been corrected because the 
first launch of a Minuteman II ICBM 
from Vandenberg took place April 16. It 
was termed a success. The Vandenberg 
“ combat" type launches are conducted 
under as near operational conditions as 
possible in order to duplicate actual war 
conditions but there are variables. A 
full-scale inland 
launch 
would help 
reduce the variables involved and pro­ 
vide officials with more accurate vali­ 
dity and reliability readings. 
The ICBMs 
presently 
on “ alert" 
duty with SAC do not contain destruct 
systems which would allow the range 
safety officer to destroy the missile 
should 
it veer from course. Vanden­ 
berg is fully instrumented with such sys­ 
tems including back-up. Implementation 
of such a system would be a require­ 
ment before any missile launch could 
take place from an inland state. 
The Los Angeles Times carried a 
story this morning authored by Marvin 
Miles indicating that the Air Force was 
now finalizing plans for such a launch 
but the article gave no date as to when 
the launch might take place. If such a 
launch is authorized, it would require 
that the instrumented dummy warhead 
overfly about 1,150 miles of land enroute 
to the sea. 


Police called 
to quell SF 
disturbance

Hundreds of police moved into San 
Francisco’s Fillmore district late Moiv 
day to quell a disturbance sparked by a 
confrontation with members of the Black 
Panther party. 
Firemen and police in Cairo, 111., fled 
from rifle fire from a black housing 
project as the tense city saw its third 
straight night of firebombing. 
Other violent incidents were reported 
in Winston-Salem, N.C., Linden, N.J., 
and at San Quentin Prison in California. 
Two persons were injured and 11 ar­ 
rested before a bottle-throwing crowd 
of some 600 persons dispersed in San 
Francisco. 
Witnesses said the incident began 
when a police tactical squad moved to 
arrest a small group of Black Panth­ 
ers who ducked into their headquarters. 
When police approached, the Panthers 
reappeared at the door brandishing wea­ 
pons. 
The unit called for help and several 
hundred police arrived, armed with riot 
sticks, shotguns and automatic weapons. 
They sealed off the neighborhood, fired 
tear gas into the headquarters and arrest- 
ed 11 persons fleeing through the back 
door. 
Strong police patrols later reported 
the area “ tense but quiet." 
Illinois Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie sent 
30 state police to Cairo to augment the 
town’s normal complement of 15 officers. 


Oil companies 
get injunctions 
to stop Minier 


A Los Angeles federal district court 
yesterday granted four oil companies 
preliminary injunctions which prohibit 
Santa Barbara County District Attorney 
David D. Minier from filing criminal 
charges against them. 


Minier had threatened to prosecute Un­ 
ion Oil, Humble Oil, Texaco Oil, and 
Philtios Petroleum under California’s 
“ public nuisiance" law. 
All four oil 
companies are 
presently engaged in 
off-shore drilling in Santa Barbara Cth 
annel. 


At yesterday’s hearing, Minier told 
Federal District Court Judge Albert 
Stephens, Jr. that, because of the state­ 
wide implications of the case, State 
Attorney General Thomas Lynch*.s of­ 
fice had offered to represent him. The 
district attorney then asked for a con­ 
tinuance to allow the attorney general’s 
staff to become familiar with the case. 
Judge Stephens refused to continue the 
hearing unless Minier agreed not to 
prosecute the oil companies, pending 
the next hearing. Minier refused, and 
the hearing began. Both Minier and 
Deputy Attorney General David Stan­ 
ton then told Judge Stephens that he 
had no jurisdiction to prohibit a state 
prosecution in the state courts. 
After 
hearing arguments 
by 
oil 
company attorneys, Judge Stephens made 
his order prohibiting Minier from pro.v 
ecuting the oil companies pending a 
final hearing which may not be held for 
several months.

PARIS (UPI) — Georges Pompidou, 57, 
announced today he will run for presi­ 
dent to succeed Charles de Gaulle. He 
pledged to continue the Gaullist Fifth 
Republic — an indication he hoped to be a 
strong man president in the De Gaulle 
tradition. 
Pompidou, the former premier, was 
fired by De Gaulle last summer but sup­ 
ported him in the Sunday referendum 
which De Gaulle lost. 
1 eftist and middle of-the road politi­ 
cians at once began hasty talks on candi­ 
dates of their own to pit against Pom­ 
pidou. 
As the political infighting warmed up, 
fears of an immediate financial crisis 
eased although European banking cir­ 
cles forecast eventual devaluation of the 
franc. 
The price of gold dropped from Mon­ 
day’s all-time record of $49.09 a fine 
ounce to $48.66. The 
U. S. pric*1 is 
$35. 
The French 
franc, 
which slumped 
sharply Monday, staged a small recov­ 
ery. Financial sources said it was help- 
ed by buying of francs by the Bank of 
France and other central banks. 
The price was 4.9710 for one U.S. 
dollar compared with 4.9735 Monday. 
Amid this more relaxed atmosj)here 
the Communist-led General Confedera­ 
tion of labor (CGT), France’s bigg«*st 
labor organization, called for calm dur­ 
ing the traditional May Day [arades 
Thursday. 
Jean Drean, CGT leader for the Paris 
region, appealed for “ determination, 
calm and discipline." 
Pompidou was the first French poli­ 
tician to announce plans to run for the 
presidency. He pledge “ stability" and 
continuation of the Gaullist Fifth Repub­ 
lic if elected. 
Pompidou 
announced his candidacy 
in a brief statement from his i'aris 
office. The steering committee of the 
group of Gaullist deputies in th** Nation­ 
al Assembly at once pledg«*d unanimous 
support for Pompidou’s bid. 
“ Following General de Gaulle’s de­ 
cision to give up his mandate andfin the 
present state of uncertainty in the coun­ 
try, I have decided to submit myself to 
the French voters," Pompidou's state­ 
ment said. 
“ In so doing, 1 feel I am obeying my 
duty as well as determination to main­ 
tain continuity and necessary stability 
and in the hope» of preparing the future." 
French political 
sources said Pom­ 
pidou planned a campaign on a “ na­ 
tional unity’ ticket rather than as lead­ 
er of one party. 
By “ continuity ," they said, he promis­ 
ed to keep the Gaullist Fifth Republic 
intact. By “ stability," they said, he 
was appealing to Frenchmen who fear De 
Gaulle’s departure might plunge the na­ 
tion into chaos. 
Planners want airport 
plan altered radically 


Lompoc Planning Commission has re­ 
commended radical changes in the pro­ 
posed County Master Plan of Airports 
to bring the document in line with the 
realities at Lompoc Airport. 
The action climaxed several weeks 
study and discussion spurred by di>- 
atisfaction with county growth projec­ 
tions which the commissioners said 
were substantially inaccurate and mis­ 
leading. 
Lompoc Airport is a general utility 
airport owned by the county and operat­ 
ed by a leasee. 
The 
commissioners recommended 
that the City Council ask the county to 
make the following modifications: 
— A revision to reflect the existence 
of two scheduled airlines at Lompoc Air­ 
port. 
— Revisions to show the following 
projections or estimates: 1968— 51,438 
population; 50,000 operations, 43 based 
aircraft. 1969— 53,376 population, 57, 
000 operations, 48 based aircraft. 1970— 
55,313 population, 100,000 operations 57 
based aircraft. 1975—-63,438 polulation; 
115,000 operations; 67 based aircraft. 
1980— 70,625 population; 127,650 oper­ 
ations, 74 based aircraft. 
The county had projected only 20,000 
operations in 1970, and 25,682 in 1980. 
Paul Price, county public works de­ 
partment, spoke from the floor to con­ 
firm the error in the county projec­ 
tions. He told the commission that an 


eight-day monitoring program recently 
indicated that the airport was running 
more than 25,000 operations annually, 
and he added: " I ’m sure even this new 
figure is low, but I have no way at 
the moment to prove it." 
The commission also recommended 
that the county build five hangers at 
an estimated cost of $125,000 sometime 
within the next five years; and that the 
county acquire 80 more acres immed­ 
iately south of the airport runway for 
expansion. 
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Famous, controversial bishop 
talks about church immorality 


(Editor’s note: This informative and provocative version of 
Dr. Pike’s break with the church came from a personal Rec­ 
ord interview conducted with the former bishop and his newly 
acquired wife, Diane, during their visit to the Allan Hancock 
College campus last week where the doctor was feature 
speaker at the annual Alpha Gamma Sigma convention.)

Dr. James A. Pike, the maverick Episcopal bishop who has 
waged war with the church for the past 15 years, recently creat­ 
ed a new storm in religious circles by jumping completely out 
of the organized church corral. 
Pike’s long running battle with the church and the Episcopal 
hierarchy has made the speak-up and speak-out intellectual per­ 
haps the best known minister in the entire nation. 
The bespectacled former bishop whose career with the Episco­ 
pal Church spans 25 years, tugged at a lock of his black and gray- 
streaked hair as he recalled that his troubles with the church, at 
least the charges and accusations, began 15 years ago — in 1953, 
when he was offered an honorary degree from the University of the 
South. He turned it down because “ I didn’t want a degree in White 
Divinity.” 
Since that time, his penchant for speaking out on matters of 
religion and church reform has landed him in the headlines of the 
nation’s press numerous times and in trouble with his church about 
the same number of times. 
He once created an international sensation by stating emphati­ 
cally on a live television show from Canada that he had talked 
with his son James subsequent to his death by suicide in February 
1906. 
Pike’s mr st recent fight was with BishopC. K. Myers. The fight 
reached 
mnal prominence and gained more than routine press 
attention because it contained the ingredients of famous people, 
romance and competition with the establishment. 
The argument concerned Dr. Pike’s desire to marry a pretty 
and statuesque blonde named Diane Kennedy. 
According to Dr. 
Pike’s version of the fight, Bishop Myers did four things whicli 
motivated Dr. Pike to take him to task publicly: (a) agreed to 
solemnize the doctor’s marriage on Nov. 14, 1968, (b) later re­ 
versed himself, (c) granted Pike a favorable judgment which un­ 
der church law left him free to be married by any minister of the 
church, and (d) sent a memo to all bishops stating that he (Myers) 
had not approved the marriage. 
Dr. Pike says that his reason for becoming a church "drop 
out” is principally because of the immorality of the church. 
The decision to break with the church was obviously a long 
time coming — although the actual emotional situations which trig­ 
gered the act of deciding focused on his marriage and his recent 
feud with Bishop Myers. How does Pike view his divorce from 
the organized church? What does he mean by “ church immoral­ 
ity ?” Will be continue to fight for what he calls church reforms? 
Here is the way he and his wife answer the questions without bene­ 
fit of notes nor reference material: 
Q. Dr. Pike, you left the church. Does this mean that you still 
retain the title of “ Bishop?” 
PIKE: 
I suppose so. It’s a very peculiar situation. I realize 
that it’s a very complex procedure to get rid of me even though I’ve 
already left the church. So, I’m a bishop in a church I don’t really 
belong to. I have to notify the presiding bishop. He consults 
with the three senior bishops having jurisdiction and he suspends 
me. Six months from then he has to have a meeting of all the 
bishojis of the United States and the majority of those qualified to 
vote have to join in voting to oppose me. This will take place at our 
regular annual meeting which is to be on the Notre Dame campus 
this summer. I’m sorry to put them to all that trouble but as far 
as I’m coucerned, this is a free eountr-у. - - 
Q. The latest controversy in which you hjive been involved re­ 
gards your, dropping out of the "church. Although you may have 
been thinking about such an action for a long time, was there one 
single event which prompted you to make the decision to “ drop 
out?*' 
PIKE: In each case, in addition to the objective facts of seeing 
the credibility gap, the relevance gap and the performance gap of 
the church, there has to be a personal blow — usually a personal 
or emotional problem or a personal or emotional conflict. When so 
emotionally tied to the church, there is a lot of “ wishing it to be” 
feeling. One thinks I’ll just wait a little longer and see if it 
doesn’t reform. You keep trying and then a personal thing intrudes 
that sort of neutralizes the other emotions and then you can make 
your decision. That always happens. The subjective joins the objec­ 
tive. 
Q. That's the point I was getting to. I was curious as to what 
the personal emotional blow was that brought you to the decision. 
PIKE: Under our Canon Law, any person who has had a previous 
marriage and where that marriage has failed, may apply for a judg­ 
ment as to his marital status in the eyes of the church. In the dio­ 
cese of which I was a member, 90 percent of the some 1,400 
marriage judgments granted in the past eleven years, were on the 
grounds of spiritual death of the first marriage. I applied on that 
basis. It had been a long, long time since the marriage had failed 
and every effort had been taken — every effort. So I filed an 8,000 
word application with 30 supporting letters from people who knew 
about the facts. Bishop Myers granted a judgment in my favor on 
the recommendation of the Marriage Committee. He declared 
the marriage dead. This was his decision. The Canon says that 
with such a judgment you are entitled tobe married by any minis­ 
ter of the church. Minister meaning any priest, deacon or bishop. 
The rector of St. Augustins by the Sea at Santa Monica married 
us in an Episcopal service completely by Canon Law. Three days 
into our honeymoon Bishop Myers struck. He tried to boycott my 
ministry and unfrock me without trial or hearing or statement of 
offense. He asked every bishop in the diocese to be loyal to him. 
He called his press relations man out of bed with a 101 fever in 
ordt г to get it to th* national press. 
He st-nt it (the memo) to all the bishops asking them to boycott 
me. One place where I had preached for 17 years I was cancelled 
out. In West \ irginia, of all places, I was cancelled out. This is 
outrageous and so cruel. And she (his wife) a new Episcopalian. 
Great welcome' She was a Methodist and had seen plenty happen 
in that tradition but nothing quite like this. When you do it in pur­ 
ple, it is really holy. In any case, the standing committee of the 
diocese, that is the elected body, sought to be counsel for advice 
but he (Bishop Myers) told them he didn’t want their advice. Cler­ 
gyman after clergyman went to him — lay people, everybody. He 
refused to do anything about this. 


It even became an issue at the diocese convention. He (Bishop 
Myers) tried to ban my speaking there but was overruled. So what 
do you do? 
You have been unfrocked without hearing, without 
trial, without charge, without an offense. That finally just neu­ 
tralized the “ wishing it to be” feelings and we looked at the hon­ 
est facts which we knew all the time. 
In other words we finally left the church on moral grounds. I said 
in a Look Magazine article about “ Christianity in Retreat.” This 
was eight years ago when the church was booming. I predicted a 
bust then, I said it would be a bust because of the immorality of 
the church. The things that happened to us is an example on the 
personal level. 
MRS. LIKE: Yes, In spite of all we say about loving pastoral 
care of one another. A person’s reputation is slandered by go^ 
sip. You don’t talk about that in church because it is not nice. 
Therefore there is no way to confront the person who spreads 
the nasty rumors. Therefore your reputation is ruined and there 
is nothing youcandoabout it. Or if it’s said (the gossip) about your 
minister, they quietly remove him. The reputation of the man is 
not considered. He has no hearing. And this is called love and 
pastoral care, 
PIKE: (interjecting) Furthermore if he says anything he is being 
self centered. 
MRS, PIKE; \ou ought to be self effacing and take it, you know, 
whether 
the facts are true or not. We saw Sirhan kill Robert 
Kennedy on television. They didn’t execute the man right away. 
There has been a long trial. The civil courts give more justice 
to persons than does the church — far more. 
PIKE: Til give you another example. At Wheeling two years ago

Southern California jolted by 
sharp quake; buildings sway 


LOS 
ANGELES 
(UPI)-A 
sharp earthquake that jolted 
southern 
California Monday 
caused only minor damage in 
the 
immediate 
area 
of the 
epicenter, but it swayed tall 
buildings as far as 200 miles 
away. 
Seismologists said the temb­ 
lor was centered in the mount­ 
ains northwest of Borrego Spr­ 
ings, an earthquake-prone regi­ 
on about 40 miles north of the 
Mexican border and 125 miles 
southeast of Los Angeles. 
Most of the remote area is 
unpopulated, but P.B. Harri­ 
son, manager of the Southern 
California First National Bank 
in Borrego Springs, reported 
large pieces of the ceiling fell 
and cracks appeared in the 
brick walls of the building. 
About 30 bottles crashed to 


the floor in a Borrego Springs 
liquor store and a plate glass 
window was shattered at the 
Wood Food Center. 
The temblor began at 4:21 
p.m. and lasted more than half 
a minute. Most persons exper­ 
ienced the quake as a “ long, 
rolling, rocking shake.” 
Estimates of the 
quake’s 
magnitude ranged from 5.25 up 
to 6 on the open end Richter 
scale. 
The devastating 
San 
Francisco earthquake of 1906 
had a magnitude of 8.3. 
Monday’s quake was centered 
in a remote area, but seismo­ 
logists say if a magnitude 6 
quake occurred in a densely 
populated section, major da­ 
mage could result.

(we now call our church the Wheeling dealing). In order to bias 
the Southern bishops who wanted topersecute me. They were going 
to file heresy charges. I was censured. Without due process. 
Without hearing. With no chance to confront my accusers. With no 
chance to cross examine. With no chance to enter testimony on my 
own behalf. 
The U.S. Senate for a long time has allowed hearings in the case 
of censure actions. Joseph McCarthy, and this dates me, occupied 
a lot of television time in open hearings before they censured him. 
Sen. Dodd had open hearings. Because I demanded trial, to buy me 
off, so they wouldn’t be embarrassed by a trial they agreed to 
vote the next time, that there would be due process of law from 
now on in the censure of bishoj>s. Which means that we are now 
as moral as the United States in the house of bishops. 
MRS. PIKE: Except they failed to put it in the minutes. And failed 
to correct the mistake of it having been left out of the printed 
minutes. It is in the recorded minutes but was not put in printed 
minutes that go out to people. It’s only for bishops anyway. A 
priest has no due process anyway. A lay person has no due pro­ 
cess. 
PIKE: Only have for bishops because they knew that H was the 
only way 1 would withdraw my demand for a trial —on national 
television. 
To avoid that they would have voted anything. The 
Wheeling and dealing doesn’t mean principle. 
If those Bishops a ypar later had voted the theological freedom 
statement that we all worked up then, one that is so broad that you 
could drive a truck through it, then they didn’t believe what they 
said when they censured me. I really lost respect then. You see it 
was all a deal. If I would withdraw the maverick trial they’d vote all 
these things. There would be no more heresy trial, for bishops, 
for priests and deacons, yes. But it would take two thirds of a vote 
of the house of bishops before there could be one and we can’t 
get two-thirds agreement on the time to adjourn in the house of 
bishops. 
Heresy trials are over for bishops, a statement of theological 
freedom so broad there is nothing in it to believe or not believe; 
and thirdly no censure without due process. And after all of that 
was done I was through with the maverick trial. Everybody applaud­ 
ed. Well, what kind of honesty is that? 
Q. Do you intend to work for reform in the church now? 
PIKE; I suppose indirectly. I suppose what I am saying now is 
that. You see my leaving the church had quite an effect. The mail 
from within the church indicates it had a lot of effect. 
Q. You could have stayed on in the- church'.’ 
PIKE; No I couldn't. The only thing I could do is file for trial 
again. I have my two signatures. It is an ecclesiastical libel ac­ 
tion. ^ ou name yourself the accused. That would have proven my 
successor 
Bishop Myers had done an injustice. I would have had 
to fight for a whole year like I did that first year when I came to 
Santa Barbara, when I took my case to the people. I spoke to more 
adults and college people than any other speaker that year. 
I he mail piled up at the presiding bishop’s office. He had to do 
something and that’s what he did. Now, I could do all of that again. 
Everywhere I go we have plenty of people ready for freedom and 
due process. Times have changed but the church has not caught 
on to it. The church is being dragged kicking and screaming 
into the century when jieople today know something about fairness 
and treating people as people and not objects. 1 would have a whole 
year's wrestling match with them. Instead, I would rather take 
the time writing my major book with Diane on Jesus. The book is 
based on my five trips back to Israel and her one —on the dead 
sea scrolls and ail that material. I’d 
rather do this than fight 
them another year. You get tired after ftwhU*, even get tired of 
winning over them, 
Q. You said you had lost all living hope for the church. You are 
a man of statue and intellect, who perhaps can find his hope in 
personal introspection. But what about the image you represent 
to the great masses who are not s< educated nor intellectual. Have 
you any thoughts 
the hopes of thos 
church? 
PIKE: I hope it will free them up, to not put their hopes in the 
church. But to put hope in God, themselves and in their fellow- 
man that they treat decently. 
MRS. PIKE: 
And to build toward the positive. The number of 
lay people who are naive because they believe the words that have 
been said and place their hopes in men who have positions of pow­ 
er in the church whi) could care 1* ss about their lay people, about 
their clergy and about their brother bishops. People who are only 
concerned about their own positions. And I’m 
not talking here 
just about the Episcopal church but about the Catholic all the way 
over to Southern Baptist. Once a man gets in power he would 
rather keep that than anything else. And this is what an instut it ion 
does to a person who gets hooked on the institution rather than 
what the institution was about. We feel that man’s religious im­ 
pulse, his quest for meaning in life, is that which gives him the 
statute as an individual to stand for his conscience — against in­ 
stitutions if necessary. And it appears that the church is increas­ 
ingly needed to be stood against and the Roman Catholics are in 
great turmoil for that very reason. 
PIKE: One Roman Catholic said in a recent article the trouble 
isn’t that people are leaving the church but that the wrong oeoole 
are leaving. 
Q. 
What specifically are you studying now at the Center for 
Democratic Institutions'' 
PIKE: We are attacking the church as an institution during its 
time of decline. What are the signs of the geometric decline 
downwards in all categories? Canada, Australia, New Zealand 
are already declining. In London four years ago the decline was so 


noted that the London Times called it “ Down the Slippery Slope 
— an obituary in seven parts.” Scandanavian 
countries before 
that. What are the patterns that you can see? What are the projec­ 
tions that you can make 
Likewise what are the resultant fac­ 
tors in the search for meaning in a society? People are seeking 
meaning in life. There is an increase in the sale of books on reli­ 
gion, for which we are very glad. We write them. There is 
a “ meaning market.” People are looking for meaning. That’s why 
we thought we had best stop wrestling with the church and get on 
with the “ meaning market.” 
Q. You are a serious student of ESP. Have you communicated 
with your son James at any time since your encounter described 
in the Look Magazine series several years ago? 
PIKE: Perhaps 
serious 
students is correct. We both kind of 
got into that field sideways because of a phenomena that oc­ 
curred and was verified. Shall we say the same kind of process 
occurred for which a communication with a surviving person is 
to us the more plausible hypothesis of the two hypothesis availa­ 
ble for study — the other being the collective unconscious in the 
sense of drawing on the collective memory bank, like — I hate 
to mention oil, coming from S.B., but it’s like drilling oil on your 
own lot. When you drill on your own lot after awhile you will be 
drilling oil from a larger pool - that’s collective unconscious. 
In the same sense, there has been one other such session after 
the one in the book. We don’t spend very much time on that. We 
are kind of one world at a time people and we like it here. I like 
this about today’s mentality, the people want to know the categor­ 
ies of explanation. We want to help people. One thing about higher 
education is to help people distinguish fact from fancy on the one 
hand and then be willing to look at options of information regard­ 
ing the same facts. Next they should make reasonable inquiries into 
the more plausible options which is the process our book “ The 
Other Side” tries to use)* 
In this question and answer session, Dr. Pike touched briefly 
on the credibility, relevancy and performance gaps. These “ gaps” 
form the basis for much of his thought regarding the decline of the 
church. In previous interviews he has defined the credibility gap 
as being the challenge to church doctrines; the relevance gap re­ 
lates to the fact that the church is not dealing with the problems 
of the day but instead is answeringquestions that no longer arc* be­ 
ing asked; and the performance gap deals with what he says is the 
inverse correlation between church involvement and ethical be­ 
havior.

Congressman 
Charles 
M. 
Teague says that he was ad­ 
vised by the Secretary of Com­ 
merce, Maurice H. Stans, that 
the Department of Commerce 
has ordered some immediate 
changes in census procedures. 
Teague said “ These changes 
include 
substantial 
reduction 
in the number of individuals who 
will be asked to respond to the 
longer census forms, and that 
approximately 
three 
million 
households 
previously desig­ 
nated to receive a 66-question 
form will now receive a ques­ 
tionnaire containing only 23 es­ 
sential questions.” 
The Congressman went on to 
indicate that questions relat­ 
ing to the adequacy of kitch­ 
en and bathroom facilities pre­ 
viously included in past cen­ 
sus questionnaires 
have been 
reworded to remove any impli­ 
cation that the government is 
interested in knowing the inti­ 
mate 
details 
regarding with 
whom these facilities are shar­ 
ed. 
“ The Secretary 
of 
Com­ 
merce,” related Teague, “ is 
appropriately exercising great­ 
er supervision over the general 
operations of the Bureau of the 
Census, 
and independent ex­ 
perts 
have been retained to 
advise 
on 
census 
matters 
and make the present proced­ 
ures less objectionable.’’ 
Teague further revealed that 
in addition to the changes al­ 
ready mentioned, 
additional 
steps will be implemented aft­ 
er the 1970 
Census to allow 
Congressional Committees to 
review future census questions. 
Moreover, 
representatives 
from the general public will be 
appointed to advisory commit­ 
tees in an effort to obtain citi­ 
zen participation in the formu­ 
lation of census questionnaires. 
Teague says that he is pleas­ 
ed with Secretary Stans’ ap- 
parent response to public pres­ 
sure on the issue of reducing 
the number of required anwers 
to census questionnaires, and 
Teague felt that the Secretary 
of Commerce was closely ap­ 
proaching the purpose of the 
Congressman’s 
bill, 
H. R. 
3780, 
which would limit 
the 
categories or questions requir­ 
ed to be answered under penal­ 
ty of law in the decennial cen­ 
suses of population, unemploy­ 
ment, and housing.

New rush for county 
agricultural preserves 


Another rush on the part of 
landowners to get agricultural 
preserves 
approved 
by 
the 
Board of Supervisors this year 
is on again, because of new 
State legislation extending the 
original March 1 deadline. 
The Board of Supervisors 
learned 
that applications for 
nine preserves are waiting to 
be acted on by the supervisors, 
after 
having gotten past the 
County Planning Commission 
level. 
The board set May 12 for 
public hearings on all nine pre­ 
serves. 
This came after Planning Di­ 
rector 
Herbert Divelbiss re­ 
minded them of the new legisla­ 
tion allowing May 15 as the lat­ 
er deadline. Preserves must be 
set up and approved by county 
officials by that date if land­ 
owners are to get tax advantag­ 
es this year by being in pre­ 
serves, Divelbiss said. 
The planning director point­ 
ed out that Fletcher Jones, of 
Los Angeles, was eager to get 
two new preserves set up in 
Santa Ynez Valley in the Happy 
Canyon Rd. area. These were 
recommended for approval last 
week by the planning body. 
James Hurley, an attorney, 
said the two Jones’ proper­ 
ties are already covered by 
agreements and that maps are 
being finalized. 
Seven other preserves can 


be considered at that time, Di­ 
velbiss said, and the board 
agreed. Two of them, involv­ 
ing 
Rancho 
San 
Fernando 
Reyes, 
in Santa Ynez Valley, 
and a Cuyama 
Valley 
ranch 
property 
have 
not been ap­ 
proved by the planners, how­ 
ever, but can be by the super­ 
visors. 
The nine preserves await­ 
ing approval constitute about 
40,000 acres, Divelbiss said. 
Much of this is non-prime land. 
It has been on the issue of non­ 
prime 
land that the planning 
body has refused to endorse 
several applications lately. But 
farm 
proponents 
argue that 
non-prime land is just as valua­ 
ble to save as prime land. 
Supervisor 
Joe J. Callahan 
pointed out that the action is 
needed without 
delay one way 
or another. He reminded col­ 
leagues on the board that the 
“ county budget will be affect­ 
ed” through the program by re­ 
duction in assessed valuation. 
Divelbiss also told the board 
the County Farm Preserve Ad­ 
visory Committee is prepar­ 
ing to submit a report May 5 to 
the 
board as requested. The 
committee was asked to give a 
“ progress report” on the pro­ 
gram, 
to give the supervis­ 
ors some guidance as to whe­ 
ther to carry through on the 
program as they have, or make 
some changes. 


The Board 
of Supervisors 
undertook a review of a num­ 
ber of welfare cases late Mon­ 
day after adopting a resolution 
calling on the Federal govern­ 
ment to standardize welfare 
payments in the various states. 
The review of case records 
of five county welfare recip­ 
ients currently outside the Un­ 
ited States - along with some 
27 other recipients at pres­ 
ent living in other states— 
came in the wake of a report 
by County Counsel George P. 
Kading. 


“ There’s a good chance we’re 
being taken—especially by per­ 
sons now living outside the 
county who are getting wel­ 
fare checks from this coun­ 
ty,” declared Supervisor Cur­ 
tis Tunnell. 
Board chairman Francis H. 
Beattie said he agreed that an 
investigation was in order. 
The review of the cases came 
during an executive session. 
Mading told the board it could 
discuss individual welfare cas­ 
es only during closed sessions. 
This is required by the State 
Welfare and Institutions Code, 
he explained. 
Kading’s report was request­ 
ed when Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson said 
he 
was anxious that attention be 
given the problem of county tax 
funds being sent out to wel­ 
fare recipients currently liv­ 
ing outside the county. 
Kading said his survey show­ 
ed that “ 1 cannot give you a 
yes or no answer” on wheth­ 
er 
county welfare 
payments 
could be discontinued in cas-

$1.9 million Hwy. 246 
project being planned 


The State Division of High­ 
ways is proceeding with plans 
for the proposed $1,960,000 im­ 
provement 
project 
on 
State 
Highway 
246 
from 
Buellton 
to approximately 3.3 miles west 
on the highway to Lompoc. 
Henry O. Case, district ad­ 
vance planning engineer, ex­ 
plained that the route has been 
adopted, but not fully precised, 
and freeway agreements com­ 
pleted and signed. 
Case said his appearance was 
two-fold: to give county officials 
the word that the state is pro­ 
ceeding with its plans, and to 
give notice to developers and 
property owners along the high­ 
way that they should make plans 
with the vinw that the highway 
will be widened and improved. 
Roughly, about half the route 
chosen will be urban type high­ 
way, 
immediately 
west 
of 
Buellton, 
and the remainder 
will be limited access express­ 
way, said Case. The urban area 
road improvement will not be 
limited access, as there are 
too many 
driveways and pub­ 
lic streets to consider. 
The expressway portion will 
be two lanes each way, as will 
the urban area 
roadway. A 
median 
strip 
will be 
wider 
for the expressway section and 
thus more right-of-way will be 
needed. 
Supervisors agreed with Cur­ 
tis 
Tunnell that the county 
should 
make 
every 
effort 
to alert persons seeking build- 
ing permits in the right-of-way 
area as to the project that is 
planned. Because the route is 
not yet precised, 
nothing can 
be done to forestall such proj­ 
ects, and condemnation would 
have to be exercised later. 
Both 
county 
and property 
owners could be saved money 
and inconvenience 
by being 
alerted now, said Tunnell. 
Road Commissioner Leland 
Steward 
said 
that 
all sub­ 
divisions, lot splits and varianc­ 
es sought are covered by a no­ 
tice sent to applicants by the 
County Subdivision 
Commit­ 
tee, but for a property 
own­ 
er wishing to build a house, 


barn, or drill a well, there is 
no coverage. 
Case said the plan is to drop 
access control as the project 
leaves the rural area for the 
urban area. 
Plans are to 
provide 
left 
turn areas for motorists in the 
urban area, so they can get on 
and off the new highway easily. 
Case said his office will be­

A cool sort, 
he is, lean and tall with 
crinkly lines at the edges of 
his eyes. Smooth. Quiet. 
And then along comes Cale 
Yarborough and the image 
is forever shattered. Cale is 
short 
and stocky with 
a 
ready grin and more than 
a share of southern good 
humor. He looks more like 
a happy football p l a y e r 
(which he almost was) or a 
prosperous tobacco farmer 
(which he is) than the king 
of the superspeedways. 
Yarborough was in a fine 
mood the other day, having 
just won the Atlanta 500 in 
a new car with an untried 
engine (called by Ford the 
“ Boss 429” ). Engine, car 
and Cale held up just fine. 
“It was good to be back in 
a Mercury,” he confessed. 
He had been a Ford Torino 
pilot this season until the At­ 
lanta race and had not, it 
should be said, 
won any 
races. Odd that a Mercury 
should make the difference 
here because the Mercury 
Cyclone and Ford Torino are 
essentially the same car. “ I 
know that,” Cale says, “but 
still . . .” 


But Cale’s 
good 
humor 
turns into grim determina­ 
tion as soon as he squeezes 
through the window of his 
car (the doors are welded 
shut) and straps himself into 
the steel bucket. 
“Things 
happen kinda fast on the 
ground at 200 miles an hour 
with 44 cars around you,” 
he says mildly.' 
He describes his work: 
“Right off the start/finish 
line, I’ve got to start aiming 
the car through the first 
turn. On a banked turn, you 
start in low and slow. And 
it takes all you’ve got to 
keep the car from drifting 
into the wall. That’s what 
you do on every lap. 


“The trick, I suppose, is 
driving ahead. Very often 
you’ve got to choose an al­ 
ternate route during a race. 
And if you haven’t got that 
alternate, well, you don’t get 
a replay. It’s got to be right 
the first tim e.” 
All 
things 
being 
equal, 
that’s the drill. Unfortunate­ 
ly, things are never equal 
during a flat-out stock car 
race. An accident ahead, an 
oil slick, a sudden loss of 
power, a blowout, a speck of 
dirt in the eye—any one of 
a n u m b e r of unexpected 
things can happen and the 


driver who plans to finish a 
race 
had 
better 
consider 
them. 
“And a lot of people don’t 
realize 
how 
dependent 
a 
driver is on his colleagues 
on the track,” Cale points 
out. That’s why, during pre- 
race practice, he spends a 
lot of time watching how 
other drivers function. His 
life could depend on them. 
“It’s almost like watching 
my instrument panel. I don’t 
actually look at the dials— 
I’ve got to concentrate on 
the track—but I’ll know if 
one of them is wrong.” 
Cale would one day like to 
win 
at 
Indianapolis, 
but 
there’s a time problem. “I’d 
miss at least two super­ 
speedway races to prepare 
for Indy and that means the 
potential loss of a lot of 
money.” 
Yarborough s p e n t three 
weeks this winter about 12,- 
000 miles away from a Stock­ 
er and was happy for the 
privilege. His transportation, 
in this case, was provided 
by 
the 
government. 
The 
driver did a whirlwind hand­ 
shaking tour in Vietnam. 
“It was p r o b a b l y the 
greatest thrill in my life,” 
he explains. “I just never 
knew how many guys were 
interested in racing. And a 
lot of the troops knew more 
about the subject than I did. 
Great. Just great.”

Owing to weather conditions 
ocean fishing was on a quiet 
side last week. There was no 
doubt that salmon are there 
but pesky winds have been com­ 
ing up every morning. 
While the salmon are known 
to be there, bottom fishing was 
another m atter last week. The 
fish just do not seem to be pres­ 
ent, at least for those boats 
going out of the Avila Harbor. 
The only reason we can think 
of for the absence of bottom 
fish is that drag boats have 
cleaned out most popular areas. 
Most rock fish, of which there 
are over 50 varieties, do not 
travel far. It is easy to fish 
out an area and then all must 
wail until the latest young crop 
grows— at least that’s the way 
one Fish and Game official ex­ 
plained it. 
Harbor 
Associates, which 
keeps us posted on what goes 
out and comes back in through 
the 
Port San Luis launching 
rack, reported that as of F ri­ 
day evening 75 boats were laun­ 
ched with 119 salmon checked 
in by anglers using that fac­ 
ility. Fish are also getting lar­ 
ger. 
Hearings on planned special 
deer hunts in San Luis Obispo 
and Santa B arbara counties are 
to be held in regard to hunts 
planned for this summer. The 
San Luis Obispo County hear­ 
ing will be held tomorrow in 
San Luis Obispo while the one 
for Santa Barbara County is 
the annual hunt held at Van- 
denberg AFB and open only to 
m ilitary 
personnel. 
In both 
cases, no objections are anti­ 
cipated. 
Because 
of sanitation prob­ 
lems one central coastal lake, 
Chorro R eservoir in San Luis 
Obispo County, will not be sto­ 
cked with trout this year, ac­ 
cording to latest reports re­ 
ceived. This had been an ideal 
site for the elderly fisherm en, 
who found it a nice lake to fish 
since it required very little 
walking. It is hoped that the 
problem of proper sanitation 
can be solved in time for it 
to be re-opened to public use 
before the season is over. 
The proposed opening ofNac- 
imiento River will help take up 
some of the local trout fishing 
pressure. It, however, is a 
long drive for a few trout since 
there are no facilities for camp­ 
ing 
since the stream 
goes 
through the Camp Roberts mil­ 
itary reservation. 
M argarita 
Lake 
has 
been 
yielding some bass and crappie 
but catfishing has slowed down 
with only a few sm all cats hav­ 
ing been reported lately. 
Another hot spot for catfish 
has been the Santa Ynez River 
with many 20 and 30-pounders 
being reported by Lompoc fish­ 
erm en. 
Saturday m arks the opening 
of the general trout season 
throughout most of California. 
Trout fisherm en will be able 
to fish in the new wild trout 
experim ent area at Hat Creek 
near Lake Britton, according to 
the DFG. 
Conceived by Trout UnlimiU 
ed, an organization of s p o rts 
men dedicated to the preserva­ 
tion of trout waters, and fin- 


In spite of the tears being 
shed over what fishing is com­ 
ing too, the party boats of Cal­ 
ifornia hauled in a record of 
5,731,201 fish during 1968 in. 
addition to what was landed 
by private boats. The figure 
represents an average of 6.7 
fish per angler for the 849,654 
fisherm en using some 450 sport 
fishing boats active during the 
year. 
Records were also set for 
two individual categories: rock- 
fish (2,102,859) and kelp and 
sand bass (1,317,963). The sal­ 
mon catch was 127,584 compar­ 
ed 
with 
84,946 the previous 
year. 


Here is an interesting little 
trick to save hooks. The better 
class tackle stores carry En­ 
glish hooks made from fine 
hard steel.

NEW YORK— (NEA)— “ You 
know,” 
said Bobby Murcer, 
“ that numbers and lockers car­ 
ry a lot of prestige and tradi­ 
tion with the Yankees.” 
As he 
spoke those words, 
Mercer 
sat before the tradi^ 
tioiv-laden 
locker 
l>equeathed 
him by Mickey Mantle and he 
sat in the pin-stripe New York 
Yankee uniform which bore the 
prestigious No. i. The number 
was made famous by Bobby 
Ricliardson who, after retir­ 
ing, asked that no one wear it 
until Mercer had returned to 
the Yankees after two years 
in the military. 
Mercer is now out of the Army 
cracking the ball like crazy 
(“ He hits us,” said Senator 
manager Ted Williams, “ like 
he’s Babe 
Ruth” ) and liearing 
the cross of Yankee prestige 
and tradition as though it were 
nothing but a fungo bat. 
For the first time since Babe 
Ruth 
joined 
the 
Yankees in 
1920— or 
maybe even since 
John Franklin (Home Run) Bak­ 
er became a Yankee in 1916— 
for the first time in all these 
years, the Yankees do not have 
a Baker or Rutli or Lou Geli- 
rig or Joe DiMaggio or Mick­ 
ey Mantle on the premises. 
(This is not alioghether true. 


however. Those folks are alive 
in memory, embalmed in pla­ 
ques and resurrected in an al­ 
cove under the stands which has 
on the walls pictures of Yankees 
greats and, underneath a tele­ 
phone which kids, spinsters, 
truck drivers and cops pick up. 
They listen to a few taped words 
from the baseball gods of the 
Bronx) 
But out on the field, one 
man now carries the hope of 
the Yankee future: thick-neck­ 
ed, 
easy-going 
rookie tliird 
baseman Bobby Murcer. 
“ It’s a long season,” said 
Murcer. “ A lot of guys start 
good and then fade. I don’t 
tliink I will. But if I’m still 
hitting this way in late Sep­ 
tember, then maybe I’ll acc­ 
ept some of this talk about 
following in the footsteos of 
greats.” 
(Under the stands, Lou Geh­ 
rig is saying on his Day, July 
4, 1939, to a packed, hushed 
stadium, 
"Today (today, tod­ 
ay, repeats the public address 
system) I consider myself (my­ 
self, myself) the luckiest man 
on the face of the Eartli (Earth, 
Earth).” 
Murcer had come up to the 
Yankees in 1966, when he was 
19 years old. The same age 


that Mantle joined the Yankees 
in 1951. 
Murcer had one hit 
in 12 at bats and was sent back 
to the minors, just as Mant­ 
le was sent back, for more 
seasoning. " I was trying so 
hard not to make a mistake,” 
said Murcer, “ not to hurt the 
ball club. But every game. I’d 
do something wrong. I expect­ 
ed to be sent back. I deserved 
to be,” 
(On the telephone. Babe Ruth 
was saying on his "day” in 1948 
"Through the years, so many 
lovely things have tieen said 
about me and I am so proud 
I have the opportunity now to 
thank everybody— thank you. 
It was a privilege playing the 
only real game I think in the 
world— baseball.” ) 
As tlie season opened, Mur­ 
cer hit safely in the first nine 
games, and people, half-joking­ 
ly, told him that he needed 
only 48 more to break Joe 
DiMaggio’s consecutive game 
hitting record. 
(Di Maggio accepted his el­ 
ection to the Hall of Fame in 
1957 by telling a banquet aud­ 
ience and, now, a ki,d with a 
brown lunch bag in one hand and 
a telephone in the other, " I 
would like to say to Joe Mc­ 
Carthy thanks for my 
early 


training in baseball . . .Now, 
the last chapter has been writ­ 
ten. The book is closed.” ) 
"When I was up briefly in 
1966,” said Murcer, " I ana­ 
lyzed the way the big guys did 
things— the way they played, 
the way they handled the press, 
the fans. Mickey. Roger Maris. 
Elston Howard. 
"1 remember how sad it was 
when Mickey had a bad day and 
he was disappointed, not only 
for himself or the team, but for 
the Yankee fans. Why, he own­ 
ed the dad-gummed town and 


felt a certain, well, obligation. 
"And I was thrilled when he 
requested that I get his lock­ 
er. You know, we’re l>oth from 
Oklahoma and I’ve always idol­ 
ized him.” 
In this locker was, amidst all 
the baseball paraphernalia, an 
autographed cheescake photo of 
Raquel Welch, a big-leaguer in 
her own right. 
The clubhouse 
boy had put it up and had writ­ 
ten, "T o Bobby, With All My 
Love, Raquel.” 
Murcer went along with the 
gag. 
When 
pitcher Mel Stot- 


tlemyre came l>y, hisneck swiv­ 
eled and his eyeballs rotated.

Ex-boy wonder Panclio Gonzalez 
hates to admit age beginning to tell

NEW 
YORK 
(UPI>-4>ancho 
Gonzalez, the boy wonder of 
tennis once upon a time, is in a 
terrible fix. 
He’s growing old, which is 
oad enough in itself, but he 
ioesn’t know how to and that’s 
worse, 
'Hiere 
was 
a 
time 
when 
precocious Pancho was undenia­ 
bly the foremost tennis player 
in 
the world and the most 
colorful performer in the entire 
sport. Any time you went out to 
watch him play you automati­ 
cally were guaranteed more 
than an excellent tennis exhibi­ 
tion, you also were treated to a 
dynamic, exciting personality 
for the same admission. 
All that must seem like only 
yesterday to Pancho Gonzalez. 
But 
it wasn’t 
Sunday. 
Not 
quite. 
In nine more days Gonzalez 
marks his 41st birthday and 
he’ll probably do it the same 
way 
most 
41-year-olds 
do. 
Rather quietly. He concedes he 
has to make some compensa­ 


tions 
for 
his 
age 
playing 
professional tennis, and there 
must be nights when he feels 
more like 51 than 41 out there 
on the court, but last Saturday 
night in Anaheim, Calif., he 
acted more like 8 or 10 than 41 
or 51. 
Gonzalez hauled off and threw 
his racquet into the crowd while 
playing against Ron Holmberg 
in the $10,000 Anaheim Invita­ 
tional. He simply walked off the 
court and defaulted the match 
which was being played under 
an experimental 
25 - point 
scoring system. 
'The crowd booed and in the 
dressing room Gonzalez sulked 
He said he wouldn’t play under 
these conditions, and that if he 
had ijiown they were going to 
use the new scoring system 
beforehand he never would have 
entered the tournament in the 
first place. 
Gonzalez never bothered to 
explain how come he wasn’t so 
annoyed after winning the first 
set from Holmberg, 25-16. He 
didn’t stalk off until he dropped 
the second one, 25-21. 


If 
Gonzalez 
is completely 
honest 
with 
himself, 
bone 
honest, he’ll probably admit the 
new scoring system, good or 
bad, had little to do with his 
outburst. The fact he no longer 
can get to or make those shots 
on the court he once did is 
disturbing him far more. And 
the reason he can’t get to those 
shots of course, is because he’s 
not as young as he was say, 
when he won his first national 
singles crown. The year was 
1948 and Pancho Gonzalez was 
only 20 then. 
Age has always given Gonza­ 
lez a hard time although there’s 
really 
no 
reason it 
should 
because he was still the world's 
ninth-ranking player in 1968 and 
won $38,987 on tour, a total 
topped only by four others. 
Yet Gonzalez is far from 
happy and usually blames his 
game for that unhappiness, the 
same way Arnold Fulmer does 
and Mickey 
Mantle used to, 
although none of them ever 
actually 
fool 
anybody. Wliat 
they're 
really 
complaining 
about is their age.

It is, however, a temptation I 
think I will resist wholehearted­ 
ly, both now and in the future, 
for a very simple reason. To 
wit: 
If a show is judged solely on 
its interest, it seems to me it 
deserves no more space than it 
would 
normally 
merit 
just 
because one has the chance to 
write about it before it is seen 
rather than after. If it rates a 
lengthy review afterward, then 
it rates one before too. 
If, 
however, it would normally get 
just passing interest afterward, 
then it seems to me it should 
eet this treatment beforehand 


as well. 
This reviewer has ignored 
writing about certain network 
“ specials” in the past because 
they did not seem worthy of 
attention 
at 
all-or because 
other matters appeared to be 
more significant at the moment. 
And there will be no change 
whatsoever in this policy here 
regardless of the possibility of 
advance criticism.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Anti­ 
smoking crusaders are urging 
Congress to require that health 
warnings be included in ci­ 
garette commercials on radio 
and television. 
If 
such a 
measure 
were 
enacted, advertising agencies 
that 
have 
tobacco company 
accounts would be confronted 
with a unique challenge. 
It would be their curious duty 
to promote a product while at 
the same time cautioning that 
use of the product might be 
harmful. 
Whether they could do this 
without developing schizophre­ 
nia remains to be seen. But 
admen being 
nothing if not 
ingenious and resourceful, I am 
satisfied that they would figure 
out some way to straddle the 
incongruity. 
The 
simplest 
approach, I 
suppose would be to film a 
commercial in the usual way 
and then tack on the health 
warning at the end. 
This abrupt transition, howev­ 
er, 
likely 
would 
have 
an 
irritating effect on the viewers, 
who are generally in a semi 
comatose condition and resent 
being jolted out of their trances. 
Esthetically, 
it 
would be 
better 
to tjlend the warning 
smoothly into the main body of 
the commercial. The cigarette 
that some smokers would walk

offers 
good 
possibilities. 
The commercial could show a 
man 
striding 
purposefully 
through the woods, coat slung

“ I’d walk a mile for a —

seamy legend about him. 
According to Dr. Schweishei­ 
mer the cause of Beethoven’s 
deafhess was a disease of the 
inner ear known at that time as 
neuritis acoustica which prob«^ 
bly sprang from an attack of 
typhoid fever contracted in his 
younger years. 
The typhoid was reported in 
the 
memoirs 
of Dr. Aloys 
Weissenbach of Salzburg 
in 
Austria. After that came years 
of ill-health and in 1815 when he 
was 45 Beethoven broke off his 
relationship with his confiden-

“ ROTC off cam p u s!” seem s to be the latest c irs is call of the 
student activists. 
The adm inistrations of a num ber of univ ersities have moved 
e ith e r to A ^ s h R eserve O ffic ers’ Training C orps p ro g ra m s 
at the schodK o r to cease awarding them academ ic cred its. 
Whether tjys, is at the behest of the rad icals or w hether it 
m erely reflects a growing reaction against the m ilitary among 
the intellectuals, it may not n ec essarily be the peace-prom ot­ 
ing thing its advocates think it is. 
One of the principles by whith this nation has operated 
from its foundling is civilian control over the m ilitary. That 
p rinciple is se rv ed not only by the fact that the president is 
com m ander-in-chief and that a civilian is head of the Defense 
D epartm ent but by the leavening effect obtained by drawing 
into the se rv ic es m a sses of civilians through the draft and 
the ROTC. 
Should the s e rv ic e s be denied this leavening, should they 
no longer be able to fill the officer ranks with thousands of 
ROTC graduates yearly, should they be com pletely isolated 
from civilian A m erica, the an tim ilita rists could find in the 
end that instead of striking a blow fo r peace, hum anitarianism 
and individual liberty they have only succeeded in creating in 
this country a P russian-type m ilitary elite indinitely m ore 
inim ical to their ideals. 
T his possibility, not the question of money, is also the most 
cogent argument against p ro p o sals to abolish the draft and 
make m ilitary se rv ic e entirely voluntary. 
An anti-ROTC editorial which recently appeared in 29 col-

lege new spapers around the country contended that “ training 
so ld ie rs whose ultim ate aim is to kill is hostile to the p rin ­ 
ciples of A cadem ia.” 
The sam e kind of fuzzy-headed thinking was behind a dem ­ 
onstration at Kent State U niversity of Ohio awhile back in which 
rad ic als drove r e c ru ite rs from the Chicago Police D epartm ent 
off the campus. As if the police, o r the m ilitary, are to be 
humanized by cutting them off from access to the best young 
minds in the country. 
The ultim ate aim of soldiers, like that of policem en, is not 
to kill but to protect the nation and its citizens. 
As long as that protection is necessary , as long as we m ust 
have sold iers, sa ilo rs o r airm en, se rv ic e in and watchful sup­ 
port of the 
arm ed forces should be the obligation of all. 
We may not like the m ilitary, we may agonize over its de­ 
m ands upon our lives and our national reso u rce s, we may 
be convinced of the unredeem able obtuseness of the m ilitary 
mind, we may dream of the tim e when the only s o ld ie rs we 
see are p ic tu res in history books, but we delude o u rselv es 
if we think that w ars a re made by g en e ra ls and not by statesm en. 
Asked to com m ent about the cam pus editorial, C o l . E v e r­ 
ett Stoutner, chief of the ROTC Division in the Pentagon, 
said: 
“ Thank God we have a country w here an article like this 
can ap p e ar,” 
Amen. And thank God we have a country that can produce 
a soldier capable of such a statem ent.

MacDonald has authored a bill that 
would halt the state from withholding 
s ta te aid monies from school d is tric ts 
that 
receive 
federal Public Law 874 
funds, and it is alm ost certain that he 


will dig deeper into the educational scene. 
“ Education is facing a m ajor c ris is 
in C alifornia,” he w rites, “ cam pus dis­ 
o rd e rs . . .lack of n ecessary funding for 
all levels of public education. , .teacher 
s a la rie s and benefits. . .inequities in 
a s se ss e d valuation behind each c h i l d .. . 
deficiencies in reading. . .risin g land 
co sts. . .lack of equality in educational 
opportunity. . .lack of leadership from 
the state D epartm ent of Education. . . 
p ro p erty taxpayer unwillingness to fund 
needed p r o g r a m s ., .legislative confusion 
and lack of direction and leadership. 
His new sletter sounds like a call to leg­ 
islative 
action 
and common sense. 
He wants a “ m ajor overhaul of the 
Education Code which is a patchwork of 
confiision and an adm inistrative night­ 
m a re ,” an overhaul of the social wel­ 
fare system with “ determ ination of who 
is to pay for the co sts of this everin- 
cre a sin g dem and for the tax d o llars — 
the property owner, the state o r the fed­ 
e ra l governm ent.”

The Ken MacDonald I know is the one 
who m arched out in the s to rm s and flood­ 
ing that hit Ojai Valley in the w inter of 
1966-67 and took firm p erso n al control of 
the relief work. He was a su p erv iso r in 
V entura County at the tim e and he got 
the job done. 
MacDonald was the firs t V entura Coun­ 
ty su p e rv iso r who m ade the job a full­ 
tim e,

About 
a 
m illion of today’s 
evicted 
A rab refu­ 
gees date from that tim e — 20 
y ears 
ago. But this is only the b etter loiown 
p art of the p re s s u re . 
C ontrary to our general m isim p res- 
sion of ancient 
mutual 
hatred, th ere 
is probably nowhere on earth that Jew s 
have traditionally lived m ore peaceful­ 
ly and successfully than in the Arab 
world, and for cen tu ries. 
Islam is, in fact, an assim ilation of 
both 
Judaism and C hristianity. Islam 
and Judaism had much c lo se r spiritual 
ties a c r o s s the cen tu ries than did Ju­ 
d aism and C hristianity a s C hristianity 
evolved tow ard a W estern - oriented re ­ 
ligion. 
It was the Arab peoples and the Mos­ 
lem “ church” which gave sh e lte r and 
asylum to Jew s fleeing C hristian E u r­ 
ope from the Spanish Inquisition and the 
persecution of ts a ris t R ussia down to the 
ghastly 
exterm inations 
which H itler 
called “ the final solution.” 
As a booty of World War I B ritain 
seized 
P alestine under the Balfour 
D eclaration, 
obtained 
a League 
of 
Nations mandate, and set up shop to en­ 
hance B ritain ’s 
com m ercial and s tr a ­ 
tegic in te re s ts — and by so doing violat­ 
ed 
every pledge B ritain had given the 
A rabs in o rd er to gain their help against 
the T urks in World War I. 
It was then, not 1948, that the influx 
of European Jew s and the eviction of 
the P alestine A rabs 
began. The 
92 
p e r cent Arab, 
eight p er cent Jewish 
population changed to 65 p er cent Arab, 
35 p er cent Jewish by the tim e Britain 
su rre n d e re d the Palestine mandate to 
the United Nations afte r World War I. 
Today a further radically changed, and 
largely unknown, 
com position 
ex ists. 
The O riental or so-called Arab Jews in 
Israel 
now 
outnumber 
the European 
Jew s. The change is due to a new influx 
of Jew s from North Africa, combined 
with a significant “ driftback” of E uro­ 
pean Jew s who have left Israel and re ­ 
turned to Europe. 
In this long p ro c e ss the Palestine A rab 
evictees total about 21- million, many 
m ore than generally supposed, and they 
a r e sc atte re d on a scale we seem to have 
m issed entirely. 
As m ore Jews cam e into Palestine 
and, finally, as Israel developed into a 
nation, their d isp e rsal 
grew 
in cre as­ 
ingly 
far-flung. The largest num ber of 
Palestine 
A rabs, living m ostly in re ­ 
fugee cam ps, 
a re in the fo rm e r te r r i ­ 
to rie s of Jordan, the Gaza strip and the 
west bank of the Jordan River and in 
what rem a in s of Jordan itself. But there 
a r e also large and brooding groups in 
Lebanon, 
Syria and throughout the oil 
sheikdom s of the P ersian Gulf. 
Through all these y ears these brag- 
mented people have had no political life. 
The P alestine 
com m andos o r fedayeen 
a r e mainly a political instrum ent dedi­ 
cated to uniting the far-flung Palestine 
A rabs. 
Fiery-eyed 
Y aser A rafat, 
a Cairo- 
educated 
Palestine Arab, 
leads the 
m ain com m ando organization, A1 Fateh. 
A second leader is fo rm e r diplom at Ah­ 
med Shukairy, who has rep rese n ted Sy­ 
r ia and Saudi A rabia. And a third, Geor­ 
ges Habeche, a Palestinian 
who be­ 
cam e a doctor in Lebanon, is on reco rd 


reasoning 


in su m m ary of the objective: “ The Pa­ 
lestine 
A rabs can be mobilized only 
around the issue of fighting.” 
The State Departm ent finds that such 
le a d e rs as Arafat, 
Shukairy 
and Ha­ 
beche talk of “ fighting for 20 or so 
y e a r s .” They even have training cam ps 
for 12-year-old 
youths, 
an expanding 
c ad re called Baby T igers. 
In effect, the Palestine 
com mandos 


a r e moving to take the destiny of the 
Palestine A rabs out of the hands of the 
Arab world lead ers and into th eir own. 
The result is an im portant new force, 
and

very hard one for the United 
States to influence in that p ressu re- 
cooker part of the world.

Supervisors C u rtis Tunnell 
and Daniel G. G rant, with A dm inistrative 
O fficer Raymond D. Johnson from all ac­ 
counts had a most am icable, productive 
se ssio n with the spokesm en for the med­ 
ical group. 
In the past, the Medical Society and at 
least one of the su p e rv is o rs have been 
on te rm s that could not be regarded as 
cooperative, 
am icable or productive. 
The squabbles over the Santa Maria 
County Hospital have broken out a s reg­ 
ularly as brush fire s in the hot, dry 
w eather. 
That may be past for now; we hope 
so. 
C ourtesy and helpfulness seem ed to 
be keynotes of this latest meeting, with 
p ra is e tossed about from one side to the 
other 
The meeting cam e about because the 
m edical staff at Santa Maria 
Hospital 
felt the proposed 
new county health 
com plex 
on 
Santa Maria A irport pro­ 
perty might b etter be placed for all con­ 
cerned close, o r at least clo ser, to exist­ 
ing private institutions there. 
Apparently, good and substantial re a­ 
sons w ere given as to why the county 
has acted as it did. Federal funding aid 
has resulted, due to the location, and 


plans 
a re advanced now to the point 
w here a bid call will be sounded within a 
year. 
Inevitably, 
the discussion swung, we 
understand, to the contention that coun­ 
ty patients could be ca red for by p ri­ 
vate hospitals if the adm ittedly out­ 
moded Santa Maria Hospital w ere clos­ 
ed. This has been mentioned before, with 
rep erc u ssio n s from the Fifth D istrict 
S upervisor. 
Medical 
Society 
rep rese n tativ es 
w ere told th ere a re empty beds in the 
County Hospital in Goleta Valley. These 
would be 
utilized before tran sfe r of 
county patients to private hospitals, it 
was shown. 
Data 
— whether substantiated com ­ 
pletely o r not — has been presented to 
county officials to show that the county 
tax load would be heavier if this took 
place. 
Actually, the most valid point against 
clo su re of a county hospital serv in g an 
entire a re a se em s to be this: The coun­ 
ty hospital in a community is reg ard ­ 
ed by many as a cost-valve on private 
hospitals. 


County control on its medical co sts 
could be lost, is the way that experienced 
county fiscal j)eople see it. 
But overriding the differences which 
w ere s u re to pop up at such a meeting, 
was the sign of harmony. No doubt, it 
was just a s reassu rin g to the county of­ 
ficials as to the medical profession. May 
such m eetings continue.
